This she consented 
to do, and asked him to go to a store 
near bv and puchase It Enterbog the 
store oe said to tiie clerk. "I want • 
quarter's worth—" which ba repeated 
several timea, and sank upon the floor, 
and as he did so, mnximired "mamma." 
Slnoe that lime he has bean in a pro- 
found sleep. He is very pale, breathes 
regularly, with natural pulsation and 
not the sibbest indication of fever or 
pain, and does not move. His eyes are 
dosed, bnt the lids are eaaily tnmed 
back, bnt dose again. Ne physician 
can give a possible reason for his strange

Thomas M. Browne waa born at New 
Paris, O., April 19. 1899; removed to In- 
diana in January, 1844; received a common 
school education; studied law at Wiuohe!< 
ter, and was admitted to the bar in im-. 
waadected prosecuting attorney for tlie 
thirteenth Judicial drenlt in 1855, and re 
elected in 18B7and 1869; was secretary of 
the state senate of Indiana in 1861 and 
represented Randolph eona^ in that body 
in 18t»; assisted in organising the Seventh 
volunteer cavdry, and went to the field 
with that regiment as ita lieutenant 
cidonel, was promoted to its colonelcy, and 
subsequently commissioned by President 
I<incolii l)riw!a'iier general by brevet. 

He was appointed in April, 1809, Uidted 
Statea attorney for the district of Indiana, 
and resigned that ofBoe Aug. 1, was 
the Ke pub] lean candidate fbr governor oi 
Indiana in 1872, and was defeated by 
Thomas A. Hendricks; elected to the 
Forty f'fth, Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh, 
F'ort V i iKht li and Forty iiintli congresses, 
aad wits re-elected to the Fiftieth aingress 
as a Republican, receivinK M,-V.>' vote- 
against 13,!35;h votes for .lones, Democrat. 
He declined a reuominatioti to the Fifty- 
first oongreas because of ill-health.

a fire started in the third story of B hike's 
brick block, comer of Union and Mul- 
berry streets, and in twenty minutes 
had .spread to tlie five-story brick lilm k 
adjoining, ownrd by Strout Brothers, 
and soon threati'ie-il the street for a 
distance of 2iM) feet.

$35,000. In this block Dam & Wemen. 
of the cuutiueutal clothing company, 
carried a stock of $18,000; insured for

John Camiff, shoe manufiwtnrer in 
the third storj', loses about |13,(X)0, in- 
sured for|2,000. 

H. P. Lego & Company, shoe manu- 
facttirers in the fourth and fifth stories, 
lost nearly |.'>o,000. partially insured.

.Menti'iM was made tiiis week of the 
suicide of Judge .lames .\. Warder, at 
the Stone Mansion on Lookout Mountain. 
He had many friends among the older 
citizens of Maysville and many relatives 
in this dty and county, to whom the de- 
tails of the sad affUr will prove of inter- 
est. The Chattanooga Times says only 
three witnesses were examined at the 
Ooranar's tnqoest— R. P. Sheltoa, Mrs. 

Napnie Warder and Mrs. Jtidgo Warder. 

Captain Shelton testified that he had 
been to Natoral Bridge Springs, and was 

returning about 11 o'clock to his cottage 
whistling. Noticing the lights in the 
house were out he ceased whistling, fear- 
ing to disturb the inmates who he sup- 
posed were asleep. As he entered the 
house from the rear, he heard the dis- 
tressing cries from the ladies, and, real- 
izing what had occurred, hurried into the 
room. He found Judge Warder ujion 
the bed and in the room the ladies. Ask- 
ing the mother what was the matter she 
had i)ointed to a revolver lying tii>on the 
mantel. He had freely bathed Judge 
Warder's face and head, both oovered with 
blood. The deceaseil had not spoken, 
and it was at once evident that he was 
dying. He had sent for Dr. Green, but 
that gentleman bad referred the inessi'ii- 
ger to Dr. Finley, a gentleman who was 
visiting upon the mountain. Judge War- 
der had died about 1:30. The shooting 
had occurred at 11. AVhere Judge War- 
der had sectired his weapon he did not 
know, ('are had been exercised at the cot- 
tage to keej) him from securing a pistol, 
and Mrs. Stoiu>, a sister of the deceaseil, 
had told him that she had carefully 
examined the room and was sure no 
weapon was about. He was sure Judge 
Waider was of nnsound mind. The de- 
ceased had been very restless, never re* 
inaiiiing in one place for any length of 
time. He would sit awhile upon the 
front poreh, then suddenly go to his rbom, 
then leave his room and ()ccu])y anotlu-r. 
His entire mind seemed to be upon the 
tragedy of five months ago. He had 
asked what the people thought of the 
matter. It was almost impossible to in 
terest him in any matter. He had shown 
some little interest in Chancellor McCon- 
lu'il's appointment, and remarked that it 
was a gitod selection, and had also dis 
cuB8e4 the work of the office, but the in 
terest wss short lived, and a few moments 
later he had appeared utterly oblivious 
of every one. Ten days ago Judge War- 
der had attempted to take his life. Un* 
der directions from bis physician he had 
i)een taking bromide. On the day in 
question he had gathered up all the 
medicine in the house and had jircpared 
to take the entire quantity when de- 
tected l»y Mrs. .*^tone, who was then in 
the hniise, The lady took away the drug 
and had told him that .hidge Warder 
bad discussed with him the taking of bis 
life, admitting that it bad been his inten- 
tion to suicide. Judge Warder had been 
in the city Thursday afternoon. He had 
no conversation with him upon his return. 

The jury then adjourned into the front 
room where the ladies were a waiting them. 
Mrs. Judge Warder was sitting upon the 
bed and the aged mother was standing. 

Mrs. Judge Warder was the first exam- 
ined. She testified that Judge Warder 
had been to the dty. She had been with 
him early in the evening, and ha'l left 
liie mother in the room with him. When 
first alarmed the ladies had gone into the 
room and in a few moments realised her 
husband Ixad taken his life. 

The lady appeared to be suffering, and 
so piteous were her glances that the jury 
relieved her of reciting the details. 

Then the aged mother, her voice trem- 
bling, but clear in her answers, told her 
story, and as she spoke the jury, most of 
them familiar with scenes that try 
men's souls, were moved until there were 
but few eyes in which glistened tears. 
The wife and mother of the poor tinfor- 
tunate were close together, tlie former 
sitting, her form trembling and shaking 
convulsively with the weight of all her 
recent trials, while tiiu latter was evi- 
dently acting the part of a consoler. 

Straight and erect, a sweet womanly 
old lady, the mother held back her al- 
most overpowing grief with heroic forti- 
tude. Never before was a Coroner's jury 
so thoroughly impregnated with a picture 
of woe as that never-to-be-forgotten scene 
impressed itself upon them. Instinct- 
ively and as one man their voioes were 
hushed and their eyes bent upOD the pic- 
ture before them. 

She told how the Judge seemed morose 
and absent minded forsome time. Imt the 
day before he seemed more cheerful and 
even for a while talked rationally and 
hopefully of events that were to come. 

" He left on the train for the city 



shortly before dinner," she contiiuted. 
"Shortly before 6 o'clock in the even- 
ing he returned, and we three sat out un 
the front porch talking quietly, and 
seemed more contenteil and cheerfid 
than we have in months i)aHf. .\fter st>v- 
eral hours we went into his room, which 
is just In the rear of the one occupied by 
bis w ife and nie. Then wo too concluded 
to retire, and 1 passed through the con- 
necting door and talked to him for a 
while. I fixed up a sleeping potion such 
as he had been taking right along. 
Finally he asked ma to fix his bath, and 
I replied : ' Why, Jimmie, you are not 
going to bathe to-night yet, are you?' 
His answer was no, but that he wished it 
ready for use early in the morning. I 
told him to never mind, as I wonld be up 
early and have it ready by the time he 
arose. 

"Then I got closer to his bedside and 

said : 'Jimmie. won't yousayjOOPpiayaii 

now, and go to sleep 7* " 
At this p<dnt the lady broke down. 

Previous to that the testimony had been 
given clearly and in a connected way. 
Now a tremor crept hito her v<rioe, and 

the tears cooisad down her handsome, 
motherly face, to whose beauty age has 
only added a mellowed charm. There 
was not a dry eye in the room. 

" He said he would," she resumed, 
" and I passed into the front room and 
directly he called and wanted to know if 
he should extinguish the light in his 
room. My answer was that he had bet- 
ter leave tiiat one bum, and I would put 
out the one In our room. I closed the 
connecting door and retired. After being 
in bed a short time, and doaing gradually 
into sleep, his wife and I heard a crack, 
and I started involuntarily, but just then 
we heard some boys laughing out in the 
road in front of the house, and I thought 
they ha<l in play broken a Stick or some- 
thing, and attributed the noise to that. 

" Within a moment or two we were 
.startled by heavy breathing eman.iting 
from my son's loom, and then (jur suspi- 
cions were fully aroused and we hur- 
ried in. Kven then for a while we 
did not realize that he had taken his own 
life until I found the pistol lying 
close by his right. I placed it upon the 
mantel shelf. We both spoke to him, 
but he euiild not answer, and raising his 
head we saw the blood oocing from his 
ri^t ear. Mr. Shelton then came in." 

Coroner Gall a L'an asked a few r)iiestions, 
all answered promptly, and the jury with- 
drew. 

.\ffer the examination of the bi>dy anil 
the weai)on a verdict was rendered to the 
effect that the deceased had eome to his 
death by his own hand, the weapon a J12- 
calibre hammerless Smith Wesson. 

Mrs. Judge Warder sent for the repre- 
sentative of the Chattanooga Times after 
the inquest, and when he answered her 
call, she said : " I have sent for you, sir, 
to say tliat which for many weary days I 
have wanted to say, but over which I 
have until now sealed my lips. 

"Oh, sir, it is wrong, it is wrong that 
the impression should go abroad that 

Judge Wanler dieil because of remorse. 
It is wrong that the public should think 
the relations in our home had been un- 
happy. 

"He was a kind, indulgent husband, 
a father ilevoted to his child. We have 
had no differences save tho.se which 
might have occurred in any family. He 
had his faults, you know them, but 
that he was unkind or liarsh was not one 
of them. 

'The killing of Mr. Fugette was an ac- 
cidental occurrence likely to occur at any 
time when men's temper gets the better 
of their judgment. Mr. Fugette and my 
husband had no differences, had never 
quarreled, and their relations were snch 
as those of father and son should be. Be- 
tween them there was no feud, and no 
feeling save of love. 

"Upon that dreadful Sun.lay w hat pass- 
ed between them was intensilieil by Judge 
Warder's condition. The quarrel was a 
family affair. I am sure the public will 
not demand its details. 

"The quarrel led to the open rupture; 
but oh, how could they bring so dreadful 
a charge against Judge Warder. Mr. 
Fugette came from his room, followed by 
Mrs. Fugette. Mrs. Fugette passed her 
husband and also her fattier, and was 
M'hind her father when Mr. Fugette 
fired the first shot, which struck Judge 
Warder's hand and glancing off wounded 
Mis. I iigette. Then some more shots, 
and then Judge Warder withdrew into 
his room, followed by Mr. Fugette. 

Here Mr. Fugette received the fatal 
shot. It was in Judge Warder's room, 
and after Jndge Warder had been twice 

woimded." / 

K. M. Barton, Jr., of Chattanooga, pub- 
lishes a card in the Times, of that dty, in 
which he sajrs: "Ifce sensational state- 
ment in an evening paper to the effect 
that Judge Warder was induced to com- 
mit suicide by reason of his pride, and 
because he wss 'unwilling to expose 
family secrets," is without foundation in 
fact, and is a cruel and unwarranted re- 
flection both on the dead and the living. 
That the misfortunes of insanity should 
be tortured and construed into such 
false and cruel insinuations is almost un- 
bearable. 

"Tliere are no secrets in that family to

A REYIEVOF TRADE 

Dun & Company's Report for 
th« Past W—k, 

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 



A Itenamrkable lurreaie in the rro<luc- 
Uoa of Pig Iron — Tha DeprcMlon in the 
■hM Tmd* Mm RcmIimI tit Bad. 

Whrat Specalatlnn. 

New York. .luly 18.-R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says; 
TlMre is a remarkable increiu<e in the 
prodnction of pig iron, almost to the un- 
preoedented tiKtireo of last year. The 
capacity of furnaces in blast Joly 1 \b 
report«Hl as 171,1 15 tons against 146. 
t<iua June 1 and 17.5.727 tons a year ago. 
For the six months ending with June 
th* production has been ADont 8,580,000 
tons, and shows a decrease in compari- 
■on with the last half of last year, 
amounting t» nearly one million tons in 
coke iron alone. 

The sudden increase in iM-oduction ip 
not in all rcsiK'cts a favorable 9^ mptf)m. 
KocorresiwndinK improvement in the de- 
Band for manuiactnred products is yet 
aoim. and the stocks nnsold at only a 
part of the fximaoes are now recorded hh 
amonnting to ab<int 480, 00<) tons, show- 
ing a very large increase, particularly in 
c^e iron. Unless demaitd rapidly im- 
ptovea, the market must sckju weaken so 
far as to test severely the ability of some 
of the concerns to continae production. 
Alrwdy there is perceptible weakness in 
the market at Philadelphia, and some 
oonceesions in price are noted for pig 
iron and for plat«s, while tbe market for 
■tmctnral iron is extremely dull. As 
oanal of late, the demand lor rails in 
wcaaty , the market for railroad bonds be- 
ing still dnU and disappointing. 

Some improvement in the demand for 
dry goods is seen at Boston, and it is 
thought tha^ the depression in the shoe 
trade has reached its end, more activity 
being observed. There is a larger bus- 
iness in leather, with steady prices, tbe 
prodnction being limited by the tanner- 
iea. Sales of wool are larger, amount- 
ing to 8,099.000 pounds for the week, 
and more activity is seen in dry goods, 
orders for lightweights coming in with 
fair freedom. Prospects are considered 
brighter at Philadelphia, though no im- 
provement is yet seen in most branches 
of trade, bat there is more diqwsition to 
boy wool and the tone of the market is 
stronger. 

In spite of the usual dullness of the 
season an improving tendency is seen at 
Buffalo, and lake shipping revives at 
Cleveland with a larger demand than a 
a year ago. Orders for clothing are good 
at Cincinnati, and the retail trade in dry 
goods Msk. At Detroit manufactures 
moive very fairly, and at Milwaukee 
trade is helped by improving crop proe- 
peotik At Chicago the dothiiig and 
shoe trades show an increase over last 
year, though in dry goods tfafe trade 
shrinks a fitde. At St Paul trade is 
backward, but proqiects are good, and 
I6r Minnesota especially bright. Bank 
clearings at St Louis exceed last year's 
by 7 per cent., and money is going out 
to move crop* with freedom, while gen- 
eral trade in aD lines is of fair volume. 
At other northwestern points, without 
exception, excellent prosi)ects are noted 
aa promising improvement, and at Nash- 
ville trade is fair, but dull at Memphis, 
nnsatisfaotory at Litte Rock, off at 
Savannah, and sluggish at New Orleans, 
though a better demand is seen for cot- 
ton. At Jacksonville trade is better, 
with crops in good condition. 

The collapse in wheat ape<-nlation has 
come with a fall of eight cents during 
the past week, bat com is scarce and 
three and one half cents higher, while 
oats have declined about one cent. 
Pork and hog products are higher, 
coffee hu» risen one-tourth and oil the 
same, but cotton Ls unchanged, and the 
general course of ijricfs has been down- 
ward, a-s in iiattiral at this season, the 
fall during tlie p;ist week having 
averaged Jicarly three forty-fourthb uf I 
per cent. Tlie treasury has i>aid out dur- 
ing the week *1 .<i(i(i,(MMi nioie lliaii it lias 
taken in. Ix'sidi s issuing .fl.ooo.wio new 
treasury notes, and the market here i.i 
well t:ii|ii)lieil at 1 or i! per cent, on 
call. ( II 111 !■ ni> ii.' V 111,-irketfi are gener- 
ally in iair .-haiie and coUectiouti lair 
for the seatton. 

The business failures during the last 
seven days, a.s reiKirted to the nu rcaii- 
tile agency, by telegraph, numlier for 
the United States 244, and lor * 'aiia.ia 
80, or a total of 27t, as conipareil wiiii a 
total of |47 last week, and 287 tiie week 
previous to the last. For tlie corre- 
sponding week of last year tlie (ij-iires 
were 207. representing 187 failures iu 
the United .states and aO in the Domin- 
ion of Canada.

DuLDTH, July 18.— In Steams, Sher- 
burne aind Benton counties much dam- 
age was done to crops by Thursday's 
tornado. The track of the hail storm 
was from St. Joseph, pasitiug over Kt.

Here it crossed the 
river and strtick Haven, iSherbui-ue 
county, and the southern portion of 
Benton county. Thfj storm was three 
to five ndles wide and destroyed or seri- 
ously damaged 2.5t)(i acres of wheat.
